A DECISION over which 
company will take over lei¬ 
sure centres in Mid Wales 
will be taken by the end of 
April. 

Councillor Graham 
Brown, Powys County 
Council’s cabinet member 
for leisure, said he believed 
an arrangement to hand 
over management of the 
county’s leisure services to 
a private company would 
help secure the future of the 
area’s 16 leisure and sports 
centres, including those in 
Welshpool, Llanfair Caer- 
einion and Llanfyllin. 

Powys County Council has 
been looking to hand over 
management of the centres 
as part of an effort to save 
more than £1 million. 

Four companies expressed 
an interest to tender for the 
management of sports and 
leisure centres in December. 

Councillor Brown said: 
“Work to find an external 
partner is progressing well 
with the four companies 
showing considerable in¬ 
terest with most already 
undertaking visits to our 
leisure centres. 

“We anticipate receiving 
final tender bids by the mid¬ 
dle of next month which will 
be the subject of detailed 
assessment by the council 
before the successful bidder 
is named at the end of April. 

“We are confident that 
by transferring our leisure 
services to a new operator 
by the summer we will be 
doing everything we can to 
safeguard their future oper¬ 
ation.”

MARKET REVIEW 
PLAN REVEALED 


OSWESTRY’S markets could get a 
complete overhaul with new trading 
days and possible new venues. 

The town council is to take a new look at its 
market activities as it revitalises its corporate 
plan and will hold an open public meeting to 
get local views on how the markets can thrive. 

One change will begin soon - an experimental new out¬ 


door Friday market on the 
Bailey Head for three Fri¬ 
days each month. 

The fourth Friday will see 
the farmers’ market hold 
its monthly event, with the 
other traders offered space 
on the Horsemarket. 

However, with the num¬ 
ber of stalls on the farmers’ 
market diminishing, coun¬ 
cil bosses say it could have 
a section within part of a 
larger Friday market in fu¬ 
ture. Stallholders will meet 
after next week’s farmers’ 
market to discuss the future 
while a public meeting will 
be organised soon. 

Chairman of the town 
council’s markets and car 
parks committee Council¬ 
lor Cynthia Hawksley said: 
“There has been a growing 
interest in having an out¬ 
door Friday market and so 
we intend to create a new 
regular Friday market on 
the Bailey Head. 

“There is a gap in the 
Shropshire market calendar 
for such an event.” 

Traditionally Oswestry 
has hosted a weekly Wednes¬ 
day and Saturday outdoor 
market and an indoor mar¬ 
ket on Wednesdays, Fridays 
and Saturdays. 

Councillor Hawksley said: 
“The council is to look for 
new ideas to reform its mar- 


kets as markets nationally 
are in decline. 

“We are still happy with 
the interest in our markets 
and want to ensure they re¬ 
main a thriving part of the 
town in the future.” 

It has also been revealed 
that further talks will be 
held over moving the out¬ 
door market stalls. 

Plans to move stalls down 
into Bailey Street have been 
discussed over many years. 

But Councillor Hawksley 
said there was still red tape 
to overcome with potential 
conflict between market 
trading and existing street 
trading legislation. 

The councillor said: 
“There have been some in¬ 
itial meetings with Shrop¬ 
shire Council to discuss the 
legalities and enable the 
market to move closer to the 
town centre.” 

Markets have been a 
major part of the trading 
importance of Oswestry and 
have existed in the town for 
many centuries. 

In the 1970s and 80s there 
were more than 100 stalls 
on the Wednesday outdoor 
market. 

In 2014/15 an average of 
22 traders attended.

Signalling the onset of the season of 
spring, Park Hall Countryside Experience 
has welcomed a group of cade lambs. 

The cute little lambs have either been 
rejected by their mothers or orphaned and 
need to be bottle-fed. 

The lambs have been getting bottle-fed 
by the dedicated staff at the visitor attrac¬ 
tion, but from this week they have also 
been able to be fed by visitors to the popu¬ 
lar centre just outside Gobowen. 

Martyn Hughes, managing director of 
the farm, said the family attraction had 
been very busy gearing up for its reopening 
for the new visitor season. 

Mr Hughes said: “Feeding the new sea¬ 
son’s lambs is one of the most popular ac¬ 
tivities on site and each year the demand 
for the activity has grown. 

“Our new baby orphan lambs are settling 
in well, and with new lambs arriving reg¬ 
ularly this event will continue until early 
summer.

Figures show some patients 
waiting too long at A&E

ONE in five patients at Shropshire’s two main 
hospitals had to wait four hours or longer to 
be seen in A&E, latest figures have revealed. 

Statistics for last week released by NHS England 
showed the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital and Tel¬ 
ford’s Princess Royal saw 81 per cent of patients in 
four hours or less. It is slightly down from the fig- 

-ure of nearly 83 per cent 

the week before, and still 
well below on the Gov¬ 
ernment target of 95 per 
cent. 

The national average, ac¬ 
cording to the new stats, is 
92.9 per cent, up from 92.3 
per cent the previous week. 

There are currently just 
29 hospital trusts in the 
country meeting the 95 per 
cent gold standard, with 
111 trusts below it, includ¬ 
ing Shrewsbury and Telford 
Hospital NHS Trust which 
runs the two Shropshire 


New road 
rules may 
be installed 
In town 

NEW waiting restrictions 
could be imposed on a busy 
town centre road in Oswest¬ 
ry after worries about driv¬ 
ers parking at the entrance 
to a new housing develop¬ 
ment. 

Shropshire Council wants 
to put double yellow line 
along Victoria Road for 
about 100 feet outside the 
converted Victorian Rooms 
apartments. 

The issue was set to be 
discussed by members of 
Oswestry Town Council at a 
meeting last night (Wednes¬ 
day) before a final decision 
is made at a future date. 

In a report to the town 
council meeting, Hayley 
Phillips, traffic technician 
for Shropshire Council, said 
a number of safety concerns 
have been raised. 

“There are concerns that 
there is restricted visibility 
for residents exiting from 
the new development and 
manoeuvring vehicles into 
the traffic,” she said. 

“There are further con¬ 
cerns that the lack of visi¬ 
bility is making it difficult 
to see pedestrians or cyclists 
on the highway.” 


Nationally, it is the 19th 
week in succession that the 
goal of 95 per cent has been 
missed. 

In Shropshire, 2,107 peo¬ 
ple came through the doors 
of the two A&E depart¬ 
ments, up by 56 on the week 
before. Nearly 400 people 
waited four hours or more, 
an increase of 45 on the last 
figures, and double the na¬ 
tional average. 

Seventeen planned oper¬ 
ations were cancelled, five 
more than the week before 
and well above the national 
average of 10 

Speaking about the na¬ 
tional picture, Dr Sarah Pin- 
to-Duschinsky, director of 
operations and delivery for 
NHS England, said: “A&E 
performance moved in the 
right direction week-on- 
week giving cause for cau¬ 
tious optimism, with more 
than nine out of ten patients 
being admitted, treated 
and discharged within four 
hours.” 


TV presenter makes Lonely Tree plea

TV wildlife presenter lolo Williams 
is urging to people to get behind the 
Welsh entry for European Tree of the 
Year. 

The Lonely Tree is battling the rest 
of Europe in the extraordinary Euro¬ 
pean Tree of the Year Competition, 
which is like the Eurovision Song Con¬ 
test - but with trees. 

A Scots pine, the Lonely Tree, which 
has become part of Llanfyllin’s history, 
is the Welsh contender for the com¬ 
petition but is trailing behind others 
from across Europein the online vote. 

The tree is a long way behind the 
current leader in the voting competi¬ 


tion, an oak tree on a football field in 
Estonia. 

At a special ceremony, the BBC 
Springwatch presenter unveiled a 
stone which marks the Lonely Tree as 
Welsh Tree of the Year. 

He said: “We might have lost to Eng¬ 
land at rugby, but are we going to lose 
to Estonia as European Tree of the 
Year? Let’s win it for Wales.” 

Before a crowd of local supporters, 
Mr Williams spoke of his own roots in 
Mid Wales and shared his memories of 
the Lonely Tree which for 200 years 
has looked over the small town of Lla- 
nfyllin from its hillside position. 


Local people would visit to play as 
children, to carve their initials, pro¬ 
pose marriage or scatter the ashes of 
their loved ones. 

Once dominating the skyline the 
tree was blown over a year ago. 

However, the community came to¬ 
gether to cover its roots with more 
than 30 tons of soil and the tree sur¬ 
vived.

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Funding 
boost for 
health IT 
services 

MORE than £400,000 will 
be spent on NHS services in 
Powys after a pledge from 
the Welsh Government. 

Wales’ health and social 
services minister Mark 
Drakeford announced the 
funding of £435,000 which 
will be used to upgrade IT 
systems in Powys. 

Professor Drakeford said: 
“Despite cuts to the overall 
Welsh budget, we are deter¬ 
mined to continue to invest 
in our NHS to make sure 
patients have access to the 
latest technology and our 
hospitals and health sites 
are maintained to the high¬ 
est standards. 

“This funding will ensure 
Powys Teaching Health 
Board can continue to invest 
in the latest IT and medical 
equipment.” 

The capital funding for 
Powys Teaching Health 
Board will be invested in 
upgrading the IT network 
and providing faster, more 
efficient computers and 
laptops for frontline health 
staff. It will also provide re¬ 
placement medical and den¬ 
tal equipment. 

A total of £120,000 will be 
spend upgrading older items 
of hardware such as PCs, 
monitors and laptops to 
“improve the usability and 
speed of IT equipment by 
operational staff in clinical 
settings”. Around £80,000 
will be used for an infra¬ 
structure upgrade.

Sex attack 
man given 
jail warning 

A MAN convicted of raping and sexually 
assaulting a woman in her own home has 
been warned he faces a substantial jail sen¬ 
tence. 

Borislav Ivanov was found guilty of four 
counts of rape and two charges of sexual 
assault relating to events on April 5 and 
August 24 last year at Shrewsbury Crown 
Court on Tuesday. 

Ivanov had denied forcing a 48-year-old 
woman to have sex. But the jury returned 
unanimous verdicts on three of the rape 
charges and one sexual assault and 10-2 
majority verdicts on the remaining charges. 

Mr Recorder Martin Butterworth ad¬ 
journed sentence until March 26 and said 
Ivanov must prepare himself for a sentence 
of several years. 

During a four-day trial at Shrewsbury 
Crown Court, the jury heard that the vic¬ 
tim claimed she was attacked by Ivanov, 34, 
of Llys Road in Oswestry, at a house party 
where they met and then four months later 
in her own home. 

After the first incident the woman was 
left shocked, stunned and confused and it 
was only after the second assaults in Au¬ 
gust that she went to the police, the court 
heard. The prosecution said the victim had 
been powerless to resist Ivanov who was 
younger and stronger, during the incidents. 

Ivanov had denied having forced the 
woman to have sex at the party on April 5 
and claimed she had invited him into her 
home on August 24 before they had consen¬ 
sual sex. 


is currently consulting on its draft National 
1 Transport plan, but I m concerned that 
there is insufficient detail on two important 
schemes. 

“Although there is mention in the draft 
plan of the need for road improvements 
in Llanymynech and a potential scheme 
between Buttington Cross and Wollaston 
Cross, the draft plan provides little detail. 

“The difficulty is that for these schemes 
to progress, it needs both the Welsh and 
UK governments to work together because 
the schemes straddle the Welsh and Eng¬ 
lish borders. 

“I was pleased that the minister con¬ 
firmed that she would provide me with an 
update on discussions which have taken 
place between her officials and the UK 
Government to progress these important 
projects.” 

Meanwhile fresh calls have been made 
for money to be spend at an accident black- 
spot near Oswestry. 

While millions of pounds have been 
spend to improve three roundabouts on the 
A5, campaigners say little has been done to 
help motorists trying to negotiate the Shot- 
taton crossroads on the trunk road between 
Oswestry and Shrewsbury. 

The junction was recognised as danger¬ 
ous more than a decade ago when the High¬ 
ways Agency installed speed cameras and a 
40 miles an hour limit. 

Shropshire Councillor for the area Nick 
Bardsley called for funding to be included 
in the roads programme for the crossroads. 

His calls come after North Shropshire 
MP Owen Paterson, met with the Minister 
of State for Transport, John Hayes, to dis¬ 
cuss the A5/A483. 

The Minister has confirmed that there 
will be a high level study of the A5/A483 
corridor which will report in six months’ 
time. 

The move comes as another crash oc¬ 
curred on the A483. 

The crash happened at 1.45pm on Friday 
between the Halton roundabout near Chirk 
and the Ruabon junction. 

No one was injured in the crash, which 
involved a Volkswagen Polo and a Citroen.

Carys works on new ideas

IT has been a year to remember for Car¬ 
ys Jones, who scooped the top prize in last 
year’s Pride of Shropshire Awards with 
her innovative device to protect young 
children. 

Carys was so moved by the murder of 
five-year-old April Jones in 2012 that she 
decided to create a system which would 
prevent children from being abducted. 

Her ingenious device scooped two awards 
at last year’s ceremony. 

Since scooping the prize, Carys has 
achieved a grade A in her design technol¬ 
ogy A-level - which she sat a year early 
- and now has her sights firmly set on 
putting her ground-breaking Invizzilead 
child proximity alarm into production. She 


has also developed a second invention, the 
Sleep Sphere, which uses ultrasonic tech¬ 
nology, oils and music to help insomniacs 
get to sleep. Carys, now 18, said winning 
the Pride of Shropshire overall champion 
last year had led to her work getting a lot 
of recognition. 

“A lot of people have heard about my 
work through the award, a lot of people 
have recognised what I have done,” she 
said. “I wasn’t expecting it at all, it was a 
real surprise. 

“At the moment I’m focusing on my re¬ 
maining A-levels and getting to university, 
but once they are out of the way, I’m really 
hoping to get the Invizzilead into produc¬ 
tion.”

Poll reveals 
train delay 
problems 

A QUARTER of passengers using trains 
across Shropshire and Mid Wales suffered 
delays on their journey. 

A poll of 7,000 train travellers through¬ 
out Britain looked at journeys both com¬ 
muter and leisure passengers had taken in 
the 12 months ending November 2014. 

Of the 21 train companies, Virgin Trains 
had the sixth best result for delays with 23 
per cent of passengers saying they had ex¬ 
perienced a delay on the last journey they 
had taken with the company. 

Arriva Trains Wales was ninth best of 21 
with 26 per cent of passenger experiencing 
a day. 

Both were better than the average 29 per 
cent of rail passengers who said they had 
suffered a delay when they last travelled, 
while three quarters of those held up for 
more than an hour said they were not told 
that this meant they qualified for a full re¬ 
fund. 

Commuters in the south east travelling 
into London faced the most problems, with 
39 per cent of travellers facing a hold-up 
according to a Which? survey. 

Which? executive director Richard Lloyd 
said: “Long delays and consistently low lev¬ 
els of customer service are driving commut¬ 
ers to distraction. 

“Passengers often have little or no choice 
as to the rail companies they travel with, 
so as ticket prices continue to rocket, more 
must be done to improve customers’ satis¬ 
faction and to inform people of their right 
to a refund as a result of delays.”

The petition was organised by the 
Oswestry and Border Chronicle’s sister 
paper the Shropshire Star. The petition 
was presented in Parliament by Shrews¬ 
bury and Atcham MP Daniel Kawczynski 
and raised on Prime Minister’s Question 
Time. The service’s normal timetable is two 
services in each direction on a weekday, de¬ 
parting Shrewsbury at 6.39am and 3.24pm, 
with arrival times in Euston at 9.15am and 
5.56pm. 

The services call at Telford, Wellington, 
Wolverhampton, Birmingham New Street, 
Birmingham International, Coventry and 
Rugby. Services back to Shropshire leave 
Euston at 10.23am and 6.23pm, arriving 
in Shrewsbury at 12.58pm and 8.55pm re¬ 
spectively. 

The last direct service to London by the 
Wrexham Shropshire Railway Company 
closed after running-up a loss of nearly £3 
million in its final year of operation. 

Experts said the axing of the former link 
to London has cost the region millions of 
pounds in trade and lost investment. 

Mr Stanton said it was an exciting time 
for everyone involved. 

“It’s perhaps been a long time coming 
but we’ve had overwhelming support from 
the public. 

“It’s great we’ve got this train up and 
running again and we are looking forward 
to welcoming even more people on board. 
It is great for getting people into London 
but it will also bring plenty of people here 
to Shropshire.”

Councils' firm approach 
on tax payment paying off

COUNCIL tax collection rates in the region are amongst the best in 
the country, with authorities claiming a “firm but fair” approach is 
paying dividends. 

Shropshire Council collected 98.1 per cent during 2013/14, with Telford & 
Wrekin at 99 per cent. 

Powys County Council is the best performing authority in Wales, collecting 97.6 per 
cent of the due amount. Councillor Mike Owen, Shropshire Council cabinet member for 
resources, said: “Shropshire Council has an excellent record of council tax collection with

Cuts plans 
spark fears 
for residents 

MORE than 200 postcards have been sent 
to Powys County Council’s leader express¬ 
ing concerns over proposed budget cuts. 

Councillor Barry Thomas received the 
postcards protesting about the continued 
spending squeeze from campaign group 
Powys Uncut before the council’s budget 
meeting last week. But he said concerns 
over continued public sector spending re¬ 
ductions are understandable. 

“I fully understand their concerns, the 
pressure on public spending in the past few 
years has been unrelenting and we see lit¬ 
tle evidence of change in the near future, 
and the impact on services already is all too 
clear,” he said. “As a council we share those 
concerns and worry about the future of 
public service delivery. But, we have little 
choice but to adapt and change, the scale of 
our funding is largely out of our control. We 
can and have lobbied hard for a fair slice of 
the funding cake but ultimately we have to 
work with the resources we are given. 

“We are making those precious resources 
go as far as possible by working with other 
public service organisations, town and com¬ 
munity councils and the third sector. 

“Raising more money through council 
tax, the only element we have full control 
over, is an option but we have to balance 
the scale of any rise on the county’s ability 
to pay. If the rise is too high we put too 
much pressure on residents, too low and 
we risk further reductions in government 
funding, it is a very fine line to negotiate.” 


98.1 per cent - above the national average 
of 97 per cent. 

“This is achieved by taking a firm but fair 
approach to collection and work continues 
to collect this outstanding money. 

“The council follows prudent accounting 
practise to allow a small amount for losses 
in collection when predicting its council tax 
income and this is reviewed every year. The 
council’s budget already allows for this.” 

Figures show the council is owed 
£5,695,147 from council tax collection. 

In Powys, cabinet member for finance, 
Councillor Dai Davies said: “Council tax is 
an important part of the council’s funding 
accounting for nearly £63m of the council’s 
overall funding. 

“At a time when budgets are under in¬ 
creasing pressure it is important that in¬ 
come is collected efficiently. 

“Any reduction in collection rates 
could have an adverse impact on service 
delivery.” Figures released from the De¬ 
partment for Communities and Local Gov¬ 
ernment showed nationally that town halls 
are failing to collect a balance of £2.5 billion 
owed in council tax. 

The data showed Birmingham topped the 
table for council tax arrears, with £105.2 
million owed by local taxpayers. The gov¬ 
ernment has promised £275 million to 
councils which freeze their council tax in 
2015/16 and has called on all authorities 
to take up the offer - Shropshire, Telford 
& Wrekin and Powys have all pledged to 
freeze their rates. 

Meanwhile, figures have also shown that 
Shropshire and Telford & Wrekin Council’s 
are sitting on more than £80 million in re¬ 
serves. 

Shropshire Council, as of March 2014, 
held balances of £48.385 million in re¬ 
serves, with more than £40 million of that 
earmarked for schemes and commitments. 

Telford & Wrekin holds £40.884 million 
with a total of £4.29 million of available 
funds once all projects and commitments 
are taken into account.

Is there anything more frus¬ 
trating or demeaning about 
modern-day travel than passing 
through security at airports and 
docks?

Anniversary of last train 
brings back rail memories

The last passenger steam 
train left Oswestry 50 
years ago. sue Austin 
finds out more 


THE train now standing at the 
platform in Oswestry doesn’t 
go very far - just a few hundred 
yards in fact - operated on high 
days and holidays by restora¬ 
tion volunteers. 

But half a century ago the Shrop¬ 
shire town was at the very heart of 
a huge railway network, with hun¬ 
dreds of men employed in the loco¬ 
motive sheds, engineering works 
and on the trains that carried pas¬ 
sengers across Wales, Shropshire 
and beyond. 

It was 50 years ago, January 1965, 
when the very last passenger steam train 
from Oswestry to Whitchurch left the 
station. 

Demise 

It was part of the demise of the rail¬ 
ways in Oswestry led by Dr Richard 
Beeching who closed the town’s station 
as part of his national railway cuts. 

For three Oswestry brothers employed 
on the railways it was a sad time that saw 
them lose jobs - but certainly not their 
interest in the Cambrian Railways line. 

Tony, Brian and Mike Rowe live in 
the Oswestry area today with Brian and 
Mike active in the Cambrian Heritage 
Railways group that is working to see 
more of the line reopened as a visitor at¬ 
traction. 

Tony, 75, had just turned 15 when 
he started working on the railway in 
Oswestry in 1952. 

He said: “It was my 15th birthday and 
I told my dad I was going back to school 
for another term. 


“He looked at me and said ‘no you’re 
not lad, I’ve got you a job on the rail¬ 
way, you start work on Monday’. 

“I started in the telegraph office at 
the Oswestry works. 

“The building is still there. 

Wages 

“I can remember my first wages 
packet, £2 and 19 shillings. 

“I had to give my mother the £2 for 
my keep and I could had the 19 shillings 
for myself. 

“But my older brother, Brian, was 
on the footplate of an engine and I was 
jealous. 

“So I put in for a transfer and I 
started on the engines, first on the foot¬ 
plate then as a driver. 

“There were 60 sets of drivers and 
firemen working out of Oswestry at the 


time along with all the other workers, 
from guards to the labourers. 

“The railway employed hundreds of 
people in the town.” 

Mr Rowe worked on the Aberystwyth 
- Oswestry - Whitchurch - Crewe line. 

“In the summer the Aberystwyth 
trains would be packed with holiday¬ 
makers and day trippers,” he said. 

“There would be special holiday 
trains running out of Manchester to the 
Welsh coast. 

“No-one had their own car and every¬ 
one travelled by train. 

Special 

“We also had special trains running 
from ‘Tinkers Green’ the halt by Park 
Hall army camp, for the soldiers. 

“It was a sad day for Oswestry when 
the last passenger train ran.” 


Youngest brother Mike was also a fire¬ 
man but later became a policeman. 

Older brother Brian started in the 
Oswestry north signal box as a ‘booking 
boy’. 

But he soon transferred to the locomo¬ 
tive department as a cleaner then did 11 
and a half years as a locomotive fireman 
on the Aberystwyth line. 

Mr Rowe left when the line closed. 

He said: “I suppose Dr Beeching did 
me a good turn and I ended up working 
all over the world. 

“But for Oswestry it was catastrophic. 

Jobs 

“Hundreds of people lost their jobs 
at about the same time that Park Hall 
camp began its demise and Ifton Colliery 
closed down. 

“Everyone worked on the railway. 

“There was the Roberts family, three 
brothers who were all firemen on loco¬ 
motives, Norman, Keith and Hillam.” 

The Rowe brothers now support the 
Cambrian Heritage Railways which is 
restoring the railway line and has en¬ 
sured the future of the town’s Victorian 
railway station building, built in 1866, 
with the help of benefactor and local 
businessman, Roland Pickstock. 

Mr Rowe said: “If not for his gener¬ 
osity and foresight we would not have 
such a marvellous headquarters for the 
heritage railway. 

“It is the jewel in the crown of our 
railway.” 

Oswestry was one of many towns up 
and down the country which suffered 
badly following the Beeching cuts. 

The cuts followed two reports written 
by Dr Richard Beeching which looked 
at the reduction of the route network 
and the restructuring of the railways in 
Great Britain. 

The cuts identified hundreds of sta¬ 
tions and thousands of miles of railway 
line for closure. 

Protests resulted in the saving of some 
stations and lines, but the majority were 
closed as planned.

Powys County Council’s Cab¬ 
inet have told us they are plan¬ 
ning to announce the closure 
of a number of high schools in 
Powys next month. At this stage 
we don’t know precisely how 
many high schools councillors 
are planning to close. And the 
discussions are especially com¬ 
plex because of an interconnect¬ 
ed debate about future structure 
of sixth forms and Welsh lan¬ 
guage provision. 

But we do know that the 
consultant’s report which has 
informed the council Cabinet’s 
thinking was based on the rec¬ 
ommended closure of three 
Powys High Schools. 

I will do everything I can to 
persuade the council not to 
close any of the six high schools 
in Montgomeryshire. 

Even though education is 
devolved to the Welsh Govern¬ 
ment, I feel a sense of duty to 
protect the communities I rep¬ 
resent at Westminster from what 
would be a mighty blow. 

I cannot believe that council¬ 
lors have taken proper account 
of the devastation closure of its 
high school would have on the 
communities of Llanidloes, Llan- 
fyllin or Llanfair Caereinion. 

We know that Powys County 
Council is facing tough choices. 

It’s important to understand 
what lies behind this. There 
has been a reduction in public 
spending at Westminster by the 
UK Government, which impacts 
on Wales through the block grant 
to the Welsh Government in Car¬ 
diff Bay. But in England the coa¬ 
lition has protected the schools 
budget since 2010. 

This means that the schools 
element of the block grant has 
been protected. 

And parents and teachers in 
Montgomeryshire regularly com¬ 
plain to me about more generous 
funding of schools in England 
than Wales. 

The reality is that a differ¬ 
ent priority has been given to 
schools in England, and the 
Welsh Government has given 
a poor budget settlement to 
Powys over many years.

CAN MEDIATION HELP BUILD SOME BRIDGES WITH MY FORMER PARTNER AND KIDS? 

Q: My partner and I separated in the summer after she found out I’d been sleeping with prostitutes. She didn’t want anything to do with 
me and she didn’t want me to see the kids either. I know what I did was wrong but she had been very cold towards me since the birth of our 
second child and I needed some physical comfort. 

At first I didn’t push her about seeing the kids as I was so ashamed, but I really miss them and desperately want to see them. I know my partner 
and I won’t get back together, but I’ve been having counselling to get my head straight and someone there suggested I should try mediation to 
see if I can at least communicate with her about seeing the kids. What is mediation and how might it help? 

A: Since April 2014 it has been mandatory for anyone wishing to make an application to the family Court to first attend a Mediation 
Information Assessment Meeting (MIAM). 

Mediation is a process whereby you and your former partner can sit down with a professional, independent and impartial Solicitor Mediator to 
discuss any issues that may need resolving following separation. As well as being a very effective way of resolving disputes it can also reduce 
legal expenses and animosity between separating couples. 

Mediation is a voluntary process, however, and requires the willingness of both parties to come to terms and reach settlement about issues 
that very often can cause emotions to run high. Information shared with the mediator is treated as confidential and most mediators try to effect 
arrangements that suit any relevant children and the parties. Any proposed settlement can be drawn up into a legally binding document by 
Solicitors and then be lodged with the Court.

Paramedics came within 
10 minutes and were ex¬ 
cellent, though my wife re¬ 
fused to go to hospital. The 
following Sunday I had to 
call Shropdoc. Result, a visit 
from the doctor and later 
that day I had to call an am¬ 
bulance. This came within 
10 minutes. My wife was 
taken to assessment ward 
29 at Shrewsbury. They did 
everything possible. 

Two days later my wife 
was transferred to Ward 27. 
The staff, doctors and the 
consultant were brilliant. 
The care she and my family 
received was outstanding at 
the busiest time of the year! 

Sadly, despite all their ef¬ 
forts, my wife died that day. 
I shall be eternally grateful 
for the care she received in 
her final hours.

Reasons behind current NHS crisis 


PRESS coverage is being given to 
failed NHS targets and, in particular, 
A&E and ambulance waiting times. 

Various reasons and solutions have 
been put forward. 

ONE solution put forward suggests 
that we pay whenever we use the 
NHS. 

This person may be unaware that 
all workers in the UK already pay 
through their National Insurance con¬ 
tributions. 

The reason for unprecedented de¬ 
mands on the NHS and the inability to 
fulfil needs has been blamed on inap¬ 


propriate use of A&E and ambulance 
facilities and the aging population. 

The most important contributors to 
the problem appear to have been over¬ 
looked. Firstly the UK has an open 
door policy which has resulted in the 
population increasing by 2,000,000 
every five years. Each new person has 
NHS needs as the existing population 
do. Secondly, there has been a prolif¬ 
eration of management roles in the 
NHS. This has been expensive. Thirdly 
there is the huge cost of continually re¬ 
arranging the NHS from within. 

These factors have led to the NHS 


exceeding its budget. Cost savings 
have been made and further are in 
progress. For example, ambulance 
stations and control centres have been 
closed. Also hospitals and departments 
have merged with the combined ser¬ 
vices sometimes having lower capacity 
than before the change took place. 

The issues are complex but in simple 
terms, the combination of increasing 
patient numbers, increasing overheads 
and reduced capacity is having an ef¬ 
fect that is being noticed.

“I do have a limited edi¬ 
tion picture of Pavarotti 
when he came back to the 
Eisteddfod in 1995 and I’m 
happy to loan that to the 
Pavarotti exhibition being 
staged at this year’s event 
in July.” 

The Eisteddfod starts on 
July 7 and runs until July 
12, and a Pavarotti exhi¬ 
bition will commemorate 
the 60th anniversary of the 
Italian maestro’s 1955 ap¬ 
pearance and the 20th of 
his return. Hafwen’s own 
connections with the an¬ 
nual festival go back even 
further. 

She said: “I was a volun¬

Work of 
library is 
praised 
by chief 

OSWESTRY’S library has 
been held up as an example 
of the way libraries across 
the county could secure 
their future. 

Michael Lewis, library 
service manager at Shrop¬ 
shire Council, has been 
tasked with making £1.3mil- 
lion cuts to the county’s li¬ 
brary services. 

But he said he sees it as 
a challenge to make changes 
to the service, and held up 
Oswestry’s library as an 
example of what could be 
done. “Shropshire is like 
everywhere else in that 
there’s a decline in the use 
across the county,” he said. 

“But I think now we’re 
making them vibrant and 
bringing in ebooks and mag¬ 
azines. 

“Oswestry is booming at 
the moment with lots of ac¬ 
tivity and interaction with 
the public. It’s a good exam¬ 
ple of the way things can be 
done. There are people who 
like the social aspect of the 
library. They can come out 
to a meeting and meet peo¬ 
ple. 

“For Oswestry what we 
need to do is combine these 
services with the hub and 
library. What we want to do 
is to have one service rather 
than a multitude.

Council 
'had to 
object to 
proposals' 

COUNCIL bosses were 
right to battle controversial 
windfarm plans despite the 
multi-million pound cost, 
Montgomeryshire MP Glyn 
Davies has said. 

More than £2 million of 
Powys taxpayers’ money 
has been spent on fighting 
planning appeals from wind- 
farm companies. 

Mr Davies said: “It is 
frightening, it really is quite 
frightening what it has cost 
the county council to defend 
its position. 

“The council has taken 
decisions and has had to de¬ 
fend them on appeal and it 
has clearly cost the people 
of Powys a very large sum 
of money, which would be 
a fraction of what the wind- 
farm companies have spent, 
but they are able to pass the 
bill onto their customers.” 

Mr Davies said objections 
to windfarm applications in 
Powys had been taken on 
sound planning grounds but 
developers have “bottomless 
pits of money” to fight the 
appeals. 

He said: “I do not think 
the council had any choice. 

“Whenever it takes a 
planning decision it has to 
defend it. 

“You can’t just let some¬ 
one who is very rich just 
appeal against it and bully 
the council out of the way, 
ignoring the planning pro¬ 
cess.” 

“The council has to de¬ 
fend its position,” he said. 



Age UK’s befriending scheme tackles loneliness Muriel Jones, from near Oswestry, receives support from Age UK staff and volunteers

NO-ONE is an island. That’s 
the message from 94-year-old 
Muriel Jones, who often goes 
several days without speaking 
to anybody. 

There are 10,000 people in Shrop¬ 
shire who go a month or more with¬ 
out a visit or phone call from family 
or friends, new figures reveal. 

“When you want to cry there is no-one 
to see. We all need somebody to talk to,” 
said Muriel, who has lived alone since 
her husband Henry was killed in an ac¬ 
cident 48 years ago. 

She has no relatives living nearby and 
the couple never had children. 

“It’s been a lonely life but I’ve met 
some good friends along the way,” she 
added. 

Hundreds of lonely older people across 
the county are currently on Age UK 
waiting lists to get someone to visit them 
or even chat to them on the phone. 

As the population ages and social care 
changes, many more elderly people are 
left facing weeks and months on their 
own. 

It could be that their only company 
was with their doctor or carer, and week¬ 
ends can be a particularly isolated time. 

Bosses at the county’s branch of Age 
UK said that the numbers of older resi¬ 
dents seeking company or support were 
“going through the roof’. 

Telephone buddies, social activities 
and befriending schemes can be a life¬ 
line, but more volunteers and donations 
are desperately needed. 

Muriel, who lives near Oswestry, says 
the support she receives from Age UK 
Shropshire, Telford and Wrekin has 
been a lifeline. 

“If it wasn’t for Age UK I wouldn’t see 
anyone and I’d be in a home. 

“When you are alone small hills be¬ 
come mountains because you’ve got no- 
one to speak to about it. 


“I’m originally from South Wales, but 
I married a Shropshire man, and we 
never had children,” she said. 

“My sisters have all died now, but I 
have family in Wales and Australia who 
I sometimes see. One of my nieces visits 
around once a month. 

“ I do feel lonely sometimes, but I get 
on with it. I read a lot, and I watch the 
television. 

“I first read about Age UK when I saw 
a piece in a church magazine,” she said. 

“I had just come out of hospital, I had 
cancer, and I was offered help in the 
home. I have had them coming for about 
12 years.” 

There are currently 100 older people 
on waiting lists for help from Age UK 
within Telford & Wrekin. 

And all they require is a volunteer to 
pop in for a couple of hours every week 
for a cup of tea or to give them a call. 


Another 200 people are waiting for a 
place at a day centre in Shropshire, with 
97 of these being from Telford. 

Every Friday Muriel gets a visit from 
Age UK home support worker Susan 
Boyle, who does her shopping, and stops 
for a chat with her and helps her with 
domestic chores around her home. 

She also gets a weekly visit from vol¬ 
unteer Charles. 

Muriel says: “He’s a very well trav¬ 
elled man. He’s been to America and the 
Gambia. 

“It’s good to have someone to talk to. 
We are great friends now. 

“I really look forward to his visits. 

“The people I talk to have the same in¬ 
terests and Charles and I discuss politics 
and poetry, and sometimes he brings me 
a good book to read. 

“He’s a very dear friend of mine.” She 
says Age UK’s “phone buddies” scheme, 


where a volunteer calls at a designated 
time every week, is particularly impor¬ 
tant. 

“I always look forward to getting my 
call on a Monday,” says Muriel. 

“If I did not get that, I might not talk 
to anybody after Sue’s visit on a Friday. 

“If you are reading this and you have 
the time to volunteer, even just an hour 
a week, then please do it as you could 
change someone’s life. 

“I don’t want to go in a home and Age 
UK allows me to stay in my flat. I had a 
fall before Christmas but I pressed my 
emergency button and the paramedics 
came round. 

“The volunteers at the charity help 
you with everything - they help you 
fill in your benefits form and there is a 
handyman.” 

Muriel’s husband Henry, who worked 
as a lorry driver, was aged just 46 when 


he was killed when a bridge collapsed 48 
years ago. 

Following his death, Muriel had a 
number of jobs to pay the bills including 
at a tailors, an engineering firm and a 
wages clerk. 

She added: “I can cook my food and do 
my washing but I just need the help with 
my shopping and things like that.” 

Heather Osborne, chief executive of 
the county’s Age UK branch, said: “Poor 
mobility, loss of a loved one or a lack of 
family nearby result in many becoming 
isolated and lonely. 

“Loneliness is miserable, and it can 
impact on health and wellbeing too. 

“Through the Gift of Friendship ap¬ 
peal we are urging people to help - by 
fundraising or volunteering, if you can 
help we’d like to hear from you. 

“We need to raise money to recruit, 
train and support more volunteers.”

Motorist 
loses his 
fight over 
sentence 

A MOTORIST who was 
jailed for killing a grand¬ 
mother in a tragic motor¬ 
way crash has lost an appeal 
against his prison sentence. 

Jennifer Jones, 65, of 
Welshpool, died when her 
husband’s car was involved 
in a crash with a Freelander 
driven by 35-year-old Mi¬ 
chael Farrell in May 2013. 

Farrell, of Close Lane in 
Alsager, Cheshire, was con¬ 
victed of causing death by 
careless driving and jailed 
for 12 months at Chester 
Crown Court in September 
last year. 

He appealed against the 
sentence, but was told by 
Lady Justice Sharp, Mr Jus¬ 
tice Goss and Judge Stephen 
Kramer QC that it was fully 
deserved. 

The Court of Appeal 
heard Mrs Jones was in the 
back seat of her husband 
Allan’s car with her two 
grand-daughters when the 
accident occurred. 

The family, on their way 
to the airport, joined the 
M56 at the Hoole rounda¬ 
bout. 

Traffic was stop-start and 
soon reduced to a crawling 
speed, but portfolio man¬ 
ager Farrell failed to notice 
and caused a horrific smash. 

The car was sent into a 
spin and Mrs Jones suffered 
fatal injuries. One of the 
children was also seriously 
injured. Farrell’s lawyers 
argued on appeal that his 
12 -month term was too 
tough, but saw their case 
thrown out by the judges.

ANY plans to improve safety along 
the A483 should also address the 
issues of congestion at a known 
pinch-point near Oswestry, the local 
Assembly Member has said. 

Ken Skates said he is hoping the Welsh 
Government will examine ways of easing 
traffic at the A483 junction with the A5 at 
Chirk. Mr Skates, AM for Clwyd South, has 
written to Welsh transport minister Edwi- 
na Hart to ask whether there are any plans 
to alleviate congestion at that point. 

“There have been problems there for a long 
time, and I know the traffic can be extremely 
frustrating for many of my constituents,” he 
said. 

“The Chirk McDonald’s is one of the busiest

in Britain and the roundabout acts as an entry 
point to the Dee Valley, as well as one of two ac¬ 
cess points for Chirk, so congestion at rush hour 
can be considerable. 

“It’s a primary route from north to south and 
would certainly benefit from traffic alleviating 
measures. Any potential for improvements could 
be considered, including longer dual entry routes 
onto the roundabout.” 

Mr Skates’s comments follow calls by his 
Westminster counterpart, Susan Elan Jones MP, 
to improve safety along the route from Gledrid 
to Ruabon. 

The MP has had talks with Chirk’s borough 
councillors Ian Roberts and Terry Evans over 
the issue. And last week North Shropshire MP 


Owen Paterson called for the stretch to be made 
a dual carriageway, improving safety and easing 
congestion. 

The A483 between the Gledrid roundabout 
near Oswestry and Halton roundabout near 
Chirk is well known as a local accident blackspot. 

The most recent was last month when two 
brothers driving a tractor were left perilously 
close to the edge of the bridge across the River 
Ceiriog following a crash. 

In response to Mr Skates’s call, Edwina Hart 
said that the Welsh Government’s Draft Na¬ 
tional Transport Plan “includes a commitment 
to review issues on the motorway and trunk road 
network”. 

Mr Skates said: “While the A55 will have pri¬ 
ority, The Minister informs me that she will then 
be considering other routes such as the A483. I 
welcome this key commitment from the Welsh 
Labour Government.”

Jobless level on 
the increase after 
Christmas jobs in 
county come to end 

SHROPSHIRE’S year-long run of falling unemployment 
came to a halt last month, as temporary workers brought 
in to staff shops over Christmas were released from their 
roles. 

The number of people claiming Jobseekers’ Allowance 
rose to 2,477 in Shropshire in January, up from 2,409 the 
month before, new data from the Office for National Sta¬ 
tistics reveals. 

Telford & Wrekin also experienced an increase, from 
1,921 to 2,050, and Powys’s figure rose from 958 to 1,038. 

However, the figures are still far lower than at the same 
point last year, and come on the back of the post-Christmas 
period when many retailers shed the temporary staff they 
have brought in to help cover the festive rush. 

The period between December and January has seen a 
rise in jobseekers in Shropshire in every year since official 
records began in 2006. 

Dave Blagg, the deputy Job Centre manager for Telford, 
said the increase was no cause for concern. 

“We would expect a slight blip in our Jobseekers’ Allow¬ 
ance register, but year-on-year the figures are still fantas¬ 
tic,” he said. “In January 2014 it was over 7,000, and now 
it is around 4,400 - a 38.5 per cent drop across Shropshire 
and Telford and Wrekin.” 

At the same point last year, 3,879 people were on the 
dole in Shropshire, 3,437 in Telford & Wrekin, and 1,404 
in Powys. Meanwhile, in the quarter leading up to Decem¬ 
ber unemployment in the West Midlands fell by 32,000, the 
official figures show 

A total of 169,000 people were unemployed in the region 
between October and December, to give a region-wide un¬ 
employment rate of 6.1 per cent. 

Loss of phone 
boxes confirmed 


MORE than 20 public phone 
kiosks including some tradi¬ 
tional red boxes are to be 
removed across Shropshire 
and the borders as part of 
a move by BT to axe those 
that are not being used. 

But public protest will see 
another 40 plus saved with 
five more set to be adopted 
by their local communities. 

Many of the phone boxes 
that were proposed to be 
removed, had had less than 
10 calls made from them in 
a 12 month period. 

The phone company says 
the maintenance of the ki¬ 
osks is a drain on resources. 

Last year BT proposed 
that more than 70 phone 
boxes in the area be re¬ 
moved and put its plans our 
to parish councils. 

However after consulta¬ 
tion with the councils the 
company has agreed to keep 


43 of the kiosks. Councillor 
Colin Case from Ruyton-XI- 
Towns, said that the parish 
council had looked at the fig¬ 
ures for the use of its phone 
box and felt it had no choice 
but to agree to its removal. 

“Sadly it is a sign of the 
times,” he said. “Phone 
boxes are simply not used 
any more.” 

Three old fashioned red 
phone boxes are to be taken 
out of use but the kiosk will 
be retained by the local com¬ 
munity. They are at Bush- 
moor and Acton Scott near 
Church Stretton, Easthope 
at Much Wenlock, Prees and 
Ightfield near Whichurch. 

One of those being saved 
is a red kiosk on the Kin- 
nerley Road in Knockin. 
Charles Roberts who lives 
close by said he was de¬ 
lighted.

Mr Salmon said: “Routine arming with tasers would be a mistake and counter to the 
traditions of British policing. “Strong community relationships, not weapons, are the key 
-to fighting terrorism - just as they are to 


Tenants face 
rise in rents 

COUNCIL house tenants in Mid Wales are 
facing a rent increase of 2.7 per cent for the 
next financial year. 

Powys County Council’s cabinet has ap¬ 
proved the increase, which will make the 
average weekly rent £84.23 - an extra £2.21. 

It will come into effect from the start of 
the financial year, April 1. 

While the council would have liked to 
have seen a lower rent increase, the cost of 
doing so would have been significant, the 
cabinet heard. 

If it was lower it would have reduced in¬ 
come, limiting the council’s ability to bor¬ 
row and the date that the council could start 
the construction of new homes. 

The increase will be one of the lowest in¬ 
creases in housing rents across Welsh au¬ 
thorities because Powys is one of only two 
councils which falls within the Welsh Gov¬ 
ernment’s target rent band for the locality, 
the other nine councils’ rents are below the 
target band.

His views were echoed by Barrie Sheldon, 
Deputy Police and Crime Commissioner for 
West Mercia Police. 

He said: “I haven’t discussed the matter 
with our PCC Bill Longmore yet, but my 
view is that we live in a safe place here in 
West Mercia as it is. 

“I think officers are given the equipment 
and training necessary here to deal with in¬ 
cidents in a safe and professional manner.” 

Steve White, head of the Police Federa¬ 
tion, said the devices would help protect of¬ 
ficers against “dangerous people” who could 
be preparing an attack. 

“We’ve got to show our officers that we’re 
taking the threat seriously,” he said. 

“We’ve got to make sure that we give 
them every opportunity to respond to the 
threat. Because it’s not just their personal 
safety, it’s the safety of the public as well.” 

Commander Neil Basu, the Association of 
Chief Police Officers policing lead for tasers, 
said he would support a conditional roll-out 
of the weapon. 

Commander Basu said: “While I would 
support an extended roll-out, this must be 
informed by appropriate assessments of ex¬ 
isting threat and risk, the high standards 
of training must not be diluted and they 
should only be carried by those who volun¬ 
teer to do so.”

Rules on 
council's 
careto be 
changed 

MORE than 150 adults in 
Mid Wales will lose their 
county council social care 
services after the authority 
changed its eligibility cri¬ 
teria from “moderate” to 
“substantial” care needs. 

It costs cash-strapped 
Powys County Council 
about £186,000 per year 
to support 151 people with 
moderate needs which the 
council says will be saved 
when the criteria is changed. 

The authority says it has 
to balance the need and cost 
of care in an equitable way 
to make the best use of re¬ 
sources. 

From April 1 those as¬ 
sessed to have a moderate 
need will be pointed towards 
universal and preventative 
services, such as re-enable- 
ment, within the commu¬ 
nity. 

As part of a consultation, 
service users said they were 
concerned about vulnerable 
people falling between ser¬ 
vices, about future funding 
for universal services, the 
impact of the change on 
carers and the potential for 
reduced service provision in 
the future. 

But the council said peo¬ 
ple with a moderate need 
would be pointed towards 
to the most appropriate 
universal service. It said it 
would ensure that funding 
was allocated strategically 
to the universal services 
and that it had a duty to put 
in place a support plan for 
carers.

The pioneer of a new cognitive therapy is determined 
to prove his radical methods work - commissioning a 
full clinical trial to silence his critics. 

Alan Sharrock has had a rough ride - facing tough com¬ 
ments on BBC TV's Dragon's Den in 2011 and running into 
difficulties with the Advertising Standards Authority (ASA) 
for using case study evidence - rather than scientific proof - 
to advertise his'Miruji Behavioural Therapy'(MBT).

He claims to now have over 1,000 members, 
many of whom are retired and would be unable to use a 
gym, or go for a run - but who enjoy the 'feel good factor' 
Miruji provides. 

Alan is determined to prove to his detractors - and NHS 
commissioners - that simply sitting in his relaxation mas¬ 
sage chairs and listening to carefully devised and personal¬ 
ised motivational audio tracks, is helping people turn their 
lives around. He says they are beating off long term health 
conditions, such as obesity and chronic fatigue. 

Researchers at the University of Birmingham have prov¬ 
en that healing'soundscapes'- relaxing sounds, from nature 
and music - have been shown to stimulate healing.

Now a neuroscientist from the same university says 
that Miruji Behavioural Therapy could play a role in the 
healthcare of the future, since it promotes similar feelings 
of wellbeing and encourages people to take responsibility 
for their own health.

County's 
internet 
speed one 
of worst 

MONTGOMERYSHIRE 
has the sixth worst super¬ 
fast broadband speed out of 
650 British constituencies, 
a Parliamentary report has 
revealed. 

The area came in at 645 
for “Fixed Broadband Speed 
by Parliamentary Constitu¬ 
ency” in the House of Com¬ 
mons Library report, with a 
speed of just 7.7 mb/s com¬ 
pared to the top figure of 
36.1 mb/s in Bristol South. 

There are only five con¬ 
stituencies with a worse 
speed, Na h-Eileanan an 
Iar, Carmarthen East and 
Dinefwr, Argyll and Bute, 
Carmarthen West & South 
Pembrokeshire, and Cere¬ 
digion. 

The report also stated 
that only one per cent of 
homes were able to access 
superfast broadband. 

Despite the figures, Mont¬ 
gomeryshire AM Russell 
George said he was satis¬ 
fied with the progress being 
made in making superfast 
broadband available to 
homes in Mid Wales. 

He said: “The report ap¬ 
pears to use Ofcom data 
from June 2014 and while 
this may have been the sit¬ 
uation at the time, the Su¬ 
perfast Cymru project has 
made good progress in roll¬ 
ing out superfast broadband 
to Montgomeryshire over 
the last eight months. This 
report doesn’t appear to ad¬ 
equately reflect this fact.” 

He added that there was 
“undoubtedly still more 
work to be done”.

Owner in 'penalise' claim 


THE owner of an empty pub near Oswestry 
says he has been heavily penalised for trying 
to save it as a going concern. 

Malcolm Guest, a Black Country businessmen, 
has applied for planning permission to convert the 
Cross Keys at Kinnerley into three dwellings with a 

fourth built in the car park. 

The application has oeen 
met with objections from By oUG All Still 
local people who say the pub 


is a vital part of village life. 

Kinnerley Parish Coun¬ 
cil successfully applied for 
the listed building to be 
named an asset of commu¬ 
nity value, which means the 
community was able to bid 
itself to buy the property. 

However the deadline for 
that ended at the end of last 
year with the Cross Keys 
Action Committee as yet 
unable to find the funding. 

In a letter to Shropshire 
Council’s planning depart¬ 
ment, which will decide 
whether or not to grant 
planning permission, Mr 
Guest said he objected to 
allegations that the pub 
had been insufficiently mar¬ 
keted. 

He said: “I couldn’t have 
marketed the pub during 


the last six months because 
it was under a moratorium 
due to the ‘Asset of Commu¬ 
nity Value’ decision. 

“If the application is re¬ 
fused due to lack of advertis¬ 
ing then I am being heavily 
penalised for actually trying 
to save the pub during the 
last 18 months.” 

Mr Guest added in his 
letter: “I could have and 
should have applied for the 
change of use, however I 
went against advice in order 
to give the pub one last 
chance and charged a new 
tenant 50 per cent of the 
recommended rent, gave a 
rent free period to assist in 
the redecoration and paid 75 
per cent of the cost to bring 
the wiring up to date.”

Several incidents were linked to people who 
were drunk or on drugs, and happened at 
peak times, including weekends. 

Most call-outs were to the Royal Shrews¬ 
bury Hospital, which reported 95 allegations 
in the past three years including threats to 
kill, harassment and criminal damage. 

David Burrows, spokesman for Shrews¬ 
bury and Telford Hospital NHS Trust, said: 
“We have a full-time accredited local secu¬ 
rity management specialist with two 24/7 
security guards at each site. 

“Our security staff use body-worn video 
which can be used as evidence in any legal 
proceedings.” 

In 2012, officers were called to the 
Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital for allega¬ 
tions over possession of weapons, assault 
and burglary. Ruth Tyrrell, associate di¬ 
rector of human resources, said: “The 
trust employs a local security management 
specialist who investigates all security in¬ 
cidents and, working in partnership with 
West Mercia Police, ensures that appropri¬ 
ate sanctions are applied. 

“It is unfortunate that a very small mi¬ 
nority of people abuse NHS facilities and on 
behalf of its staff and patients, the hospi¬ 
tal will not hesitate to seek prosecution for 
those that threaten our ability to deliver 
safe patient care.”

election 

THE Conservatives’ candi¬ 
date has been elected as the 
newest member of Shrop¬ 
shire Council after winning 
a by-election in Oswestry. 

John Price won the 
Oswestry East by-election, 
which was triggered by the 
resignation of Councillor 
Martin Bennett last month. 

Councillor Price received 
629 votes in the poll - almost 
half of the total votes cast. 

Labour candidate Claire 
Norris received 247 votes, 
with 231 votes for Dun¬ 
can Kerr and 218 votes for 
Amanda Woof who repre¬ 
sent the Green Party and 
Liberal Democrats respec¬ 
tively. 

Elections were also held 
for Oswestry Town Council 
for the Cabin Lane ward. 

That seat became availa¬ 
ble also following the resig¬ 
nation of Martin Bennett 
who served on both Shrop¬ 
shire Council and Oswestry 
Town Council for many 
years. 

Conservative candidate 
Mark Jones won that elec¬ 
tion with 194 votes. 

Green party candidate, 
Christopher Wood was sec¬ 
ond with 101 votes. 

He was followed by In¬ 
dependent candidate David 
Baines with 63 votes. 

Liberal Democrat candi- 
ate Romer Hoseason, a for¬ 
mer town councillor, earned 
45 votes, while Independ¬ 
ent candidates Ian Kevin 
Garland and Gary David 
Williams earned 37 and 36 
votes respectively. 

Nominations close tomor¬ 
row (Friday) for a further 
vacant Cabin Lane ward 
seat on Oswestry Town 
Council. 

That seat became vacant 
after long serving council¬ 
lor Bill Benyon stood down 
from the town council.

Community pays tribute to churchman's work 


TRIBUTES have been paid to a for¬ 
mer policeman turned minister who 
has died aged 69. 

The Reverend David Cassidy was a 
serving police officer in the village of 
Gobowen but left the force to enter the 
ministry. But he returned to Gobowen 
as the United Reformed Church minis¬ 
ter at Preeshenlle Chapel in 2001. 

Reverend Cassidy who leaves a wife, 
two daughters and a son and several 
grandchildren, became deeply involved 
in the life of the community. Anglican 
vicar of Gobowen and Selattyn, Rev 
Adrian Bailey, said: “The Rev David 
Cassidy returned to Gobowen in 2001 
in a different role. 

The last time he had served the vil- 
lage as the local policeman, this time 


he was minister of Preeshenlle United 
Reformed Church. 

“He was also the minister for the 
United Reformed Churches at Welsh 
Frankton and Ruyton XI towns and 
part time chaplain to the Robert Jones 
and Agnes Hunt Orthopaedic Hospital. 
In due course he also became the area 
minister for Shropshire, giving him a 
wider oversight over United Reformed 
Churches across the county. 

“Despite having all these respon¬ 
sibilities he also involved himself in 
many aspects of local life, including 
the cubs and scouts, he was a governor 
of Gobowen School, including a period 
as chair of governors, the parish coun¬ 
cil, and the Glyn Male Voice Choir.” 

Lucy Luke, headteacher at Gobowen 


Primary School, added: “Reverend 
Cassidy was a regular welcome face 
in Gobowen Primary School, meeting 
with staff and in leading assemblies. 
Children remember him to be a great 
story teller and conjuror extraordi¬ 
naire, where he used his skills in de¬ 
livering magic tricks to explain morals 
and metaphor.” 

The chairman of the school gover¬ 
nors Bridget Laraway said: “Rever¬ 
end Cassidy was a valued member of 
Gobowen School governing body, both 
as chair of governors for the past four 
years and as a community governor 
prior to that. 

“He provided leadership and direc¬ 
tion and was a supportive mentor to 
new governors.”

Firefighters called out 
to rescue trapped horse 


THIS is the moment a team of expert fire¬ 
fighters carried out the dramatic rescue of 
a horse which had become stuck in a ditch 
in a village near Oswestry. 

Fire crews from Baschurch and Welling¬ 
ton were called to rescue the mare. 

The crews were called out after the an¬ 
imal got stuck in the ditch at Grimpo at 
West Felton 

Shropshire Fire and Rescue Service’s an¬ 
imal rescue unit used lifting and harness 
equipment to free the mare. 

The fire crews were called out after the 
horse became stuck at about 1.45pm on 
Saturday. 

A vet was also called to the scene to assist 
the animal and to help with the horse res¬ 
cue operation. 

A Shropshire Fire and Rescue Service 
spokesman said: “Fire control received a 
call reporting the incident and three ap¬ 
pliances including the rescue tender were 
mobilised from Baschurch and Wellington.” 


“An operations officer was in attendance 
and crews used harnesses and straps,” the 
spokesman added. 

The mare was brought back to safety by 
3.15pm. 

Meanwhile, cutting equipment and forks 
were used to rescue a dog trapped in a hole, 
leading to another call-out for Shropshire’s 
firefighters. 

The firefighters saved the dog from the 
hole after being called to Vales wood at Lit¬ 
tle Ness near Oswestry just after at 5pm on 
Saturday. 

One fire crew from Baschurch was dis¬ 
patched to the scene. 

The firefighters used shovels, forks and 
brooms in the rescue. 

A spokesman for Shropshire Fire and 
Rescue Service said: “One small dog was 
rescued from a hole in the ground by fire 
service personnel using shovels, small gear 
and a remscat saw to remove tree roots.” 

The dog was freed at just before 6pm.

The decision will now be 
made by a planning inspec¬ 
tor based on written sub¬ 
missions only. 

The committee had stated 
it was minded to refuse the 
controversial application 
in October, and confirmed 
its stance at the meeting at 
Shirehall in Shrewsbury. 
The decision has been wel¬ 
comed by environmental 
campaigners despite the 
announcement having no 
bearing on the project. 

Councillor Steve Daven¬ 
port, Shropshire council¬ 
lor for St Martins, told the 
meeting: “I could speak 
on this issue for 20 min¬ 
utes plus but since the last 
committee meeting I know 
members have gone away 
and researched the indus¬ 
try. 

“If this were plans to ap¬ 
prove an industrial unit on 
agricultural land that could 
contaminate the water and 
damage the area it would 
not have got through the 
door.” 

Councillor Vince Hunt, 
member for Oswestry West, 
said: “We gave this appli¬ 
cation a good discussion 
before and were minded to 
refuse. We still refuse the 
application on the previous 
grounds.” 

Chris Hesketh, member of 
campaign group Frack Free 
Dudleston which is opposed 
to the scheme, said he wel¬ 
comed the decision made by 
councillors. 

After the meeting he said: 
“I want to thank the mem¬ 
bers of the committee for 
listening to the people of the 
Dudleston area. 

“The application has not 
been made with the best in¬ 
terests of the community or 
indeed the county. My main 
impression is one of respect 
for the elected councillors.”

Farmers take 
action over 
dairy prices 


DOZENS of farmers blockaded the Shropshire headquar¬ 
ters of dairy processing giant Muller Wiseman to protest 
against falling milk prices. 

They made it difficult for vehicles to enter or leave the 
Market Drayton-based dair y as drivers were forced to 
turn away. Farmers from 


Shropshire as well as those 
from neighbouring coun¬ 
ties were among the more 
than 50-strong group which 
braved the cold weather at 
the protest on Thursday 
night last week. 

It was the latest in a se¬ 
ries of protests Farmers For 
Action (FFA) has organised 
around the country over the 
last few months after dairy 
processors, including Muller 
Wiseman, slashed the price 
they pay farmers for milk. 

This month the German 
firm announced it will cut 
1.75 pence per litre from 
the price it pays for milk on 
March 5, taking its standard 
rate to 24.15ppl. 

About 12 months ago 
farmers were receiving 
about 32 to 33ppl. 

Paul Rowbottom, a mem¬ 
ber of FFA, said: “Whether 
these protests will continue 
or not will depend on what 
happens with the milk 
prices. They need to go back 
up because there are farm¬ 
ers out there who fear losing 
their businesses. If they go 
back up then we won’t pro¬ 
test. 

“Farmers For Action 
would rather sit down 
around a table and negoti¬ 
ate deals.” 

Carl Ravenhall, managing 
director of Muller Wiseman 
Dairies, said the firm con¬ 
tinues to take “very difficult 
and painful decisions” to en¬ 
sure that its costs are as low 
as they can be. 

But he added the business 
cannot compete if the cost of 
the milk its buy from farm¬ 
ers is substantially higher 
than that of its competitors. 

Dairy Crest has already 
announced that its new 
price of between 23.2p and 
25.Ip per litre will remain 
unchanged until July. First 
Milk has held its prices at 
22.7p to 24p.

as “a radical organisational 
transformation ”. 

The group has applied 
to become a Charitable In¬ 
corporated Organisation, 
a relatively new form of 
charitable status launched 
by the government in 2013, 
designed to reduce adminis¬ 
trative burdens, limit liabil¬ 
ity and free the organisation 
up to focus on its mission to 
provide opportunity and 
dance education for the peo¬ 
ple of Powys. 

Amanda Griffkin, man¬ 
ager at Powys Dance, said: 
“This evolution to a charity 
is designed to give us the 


structure and support we 
need to ensure that we pro¬ 
vide the right platform for 
dance and arts education in 
Powys. 

“We have a lively calen¬ 
dar of classes, workshops, 
events and community 
based work lined up for this 
year and we are thrilled that 
this process is underway.”

MORE than 400 people turned out 
for a protest organised to protect 
Oswestry’s ancient hillfort from de¬ 
velopment. 

The unusual Valentine’s Day display of 
affection on Saturday was organised by 
campaigners looking to prevent housing 
development near to Oswestry’s Old Hill¬ 
fort - an ancient scheduled monument. 

John Waine, a member of the group “Hands 
off Old Oswestry Hillfort” (HOOOH), which 
was behind the event, said they were thrilled 
to see so many people showing their support 
for the campaign. 

He said: “We had between 400 and 500 peo¬ 
ple, it was a huge figure. We did not know how 
many we would get so we were thrilled to bits 
with the turnout. People were so supportive. 
We had small toddlers there, parents, people of 
all ages, it was so heartening to see.”

“Any development which impacts on the set¬ 
ting of the monument would be totally inap¬ 
propriate and goes against national planning 
policy. The Council for British Archaeology 
fully supports the strong local campaign and 
calls on the County Council to seek alternative 
sites for their housing proposals.” 

Artie Edmonds of Oswestry said: “The hug 
was a great success and demonstrated the 
passion, across all ages, for the protection of 
our heritage. The fact that it was held on Val¬ 
entine’s Day made it extra special as it showed 
the love that the people of Oswestry have for 
our precious hillfort and the wonderful views 
across the counties that can be seen from the 
top.”

Mr Waine said he believed the turnout shows 
the strength of feeling over the campaign. 

He said: “I think it matters a great deal to 
the people of Oswestry. 

“They really care what happens to Old 
Oswestry and as we have gone on people have 
realised this is the soul of the town, the ancient 
heart, and that is what comes through - how 
much it means to people.” 

As part of the event the campaigners formed 
a large heart shape at the entrance and then 
filmed proceedings and took photographs from 
above with the use of a drone. 

The hillfort dates back 3,000 years with ev¬ 
idence found on the site going as far back as 
6,000 years. 

Mr Waine said it would be unacceptable to 
allow the construction of houses in the vicinity 


of the fort, particularly given its status as an 
ancient scheduled monument, which it shares 
with one of Britain’s most sacred historical 
sites, Stonehenge. 

He said: “Our argument has always been as 
with Stonehenge, this is a scheduled monu¬ 
ment and should be treated as such. You would 
not allow the construction of houses within 
metres of Stonehenge so they should not be 
built close to the fort. 

“We need to protect and enhance it for fu¬ 
ture generations.” 

Dr George Nash, an archaeologist and ad¬ 
viser to HOOOH said: “What happens at Old 
Oswestry is being seen as a test case that could 
open the floodgates to indiscriminate develop¬ 
ment exploiting heritage sites and areas of nat¬ 
ural beauty across Britain.” 

HOOOH campaigner and Oswestry resi¬ 
dent Neil Phillips added: “We are not against 
house-building and development. 


“But the public wants to see it delivered in 
the right place, in realistic numbers and in 
tune with the community’s wishes.” 

Campaigners were pictured by the overhead 
drone forming a heart shape at the western en¬ 
trance of the hillfort, then in a ring that almost 
encircled the hillfort’s expansive top, covering 
some six hectares. 

Heritage representatives including hillfort 
expert Dr Rachel Pope of the University of Liv¬ 
erpool and heritage landscape specialist Timo¬ 
thy Malim were on hand with insights into the 
site’s colourful history. 

The event was coordinated with a national 
campaign inviting people to tweet selfies of 
their favourite piece of heritage with the

Policing 
budget is 
reduced 
by£lm 

NEARLY £1 million will be 
cut from next year’s West 
Mercia policing budget. 

A budget of more than 
£204 million for West Mer¬ 
cia Police has been approved 
for 2015/16 by the police and 
crime panel, which will ac¬ 
company an increase in its 
council tax precept. 

The force, which needs to 
save about £30 million from 
its budget by 2020, covers 
Shropshire and Telford & 
Wrekin as well as Hereford¬ 
shire and Worcestershire. 

The financial proposals 
from Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner Bill Longmore 
were scrutinised and passed 
by the panel, which replaced 
police authorities, at a meet¬ 
ing earlier this month. 

The total figure is almost 
£1 million lower than the 
2014/15 figure, despite the 
force’s Government grant 
next year being reduced by 
almost £6 million. 

West Mercia bosses say 
reserves and the 1.99 per 
cent increase in the force’s 
portion of ratepayers’ 
council tax bills offset the 
Government reduction and 
bring the budget back up. 

The force’s share of coun¬ 
cil tax will increase from 
April, meaning the burden 
for someone at an average 
band D home, will increase 
by lp a day - or £3.65 over 
the course of the whole year. 

Mr Longmore said the 
extra money will be used 
on programmes to prevent 
and reduce crime, such as 
early intervention, offender 
rehabilitation and support 
to prevent the public from 
becoming victims of crime. 

Mr Longmore said his of¬ 
fice is “leading the way in 
making efficiencies in the 
coming year” by voluntarily 
reducing its budget by five 
per cent. 

He said priority funding 
for rural, business and cyber 
c rime will continue. _

Gill George, of Shropshire 
Defend Our NHS, said res¬ 
idents were originally told 
a three-and-a-half month 
period of public engagement 
would take place from the 
middle of October. 

But a shortlist of six 
options for the future of 
Shropshire’s health services 
was not released until the 
end of January and the con¬ 
sultation events are not due 
to start until Friday - just 
five weeks before Purdah is 
due to start. 

Mrs George said: “The 
people of Shropshire are 
being short-changed. We 
need a real consultation 
about the shortlist - the 
public need to have their 
say. 

“If a three-and-a-half 
month engagement period 
was right last year, why 
isn’t it now?” But Future 
Fit chiefs, who admitted the 
programme was running 
slightly behind its original 
schedule, said they legally 
were not allowed to con¬ 
tinue engagement events 
during Purdah but would 
work “right up to” and 
“after” the election period. 

Dr Caron Morton, Future 
Fit senior responsible of¬ 
ficer, said: “There are some 
big changes ahead and we 
want to make sure we make 
the right decisions but we 
can only do this with your 
help. 

“We need you to tell us 
what you think about the 
proposals, what experi¬ 
ences you have had of using 
healthcare services and 
what you think needs to 
change to make them bet¬ 
ter.” 

A series of public en¬ 
gagement events have been 
confirmed. A session will be 
held at Oswestry market on 
March 11 from 9am to 2pm.

National Grid has held consultation events over the plans

IT has already seen three years of 
consultation and mass protests 
along its 33-mile route - but the bat¬ 
tle over controversial power plans 
for Shropshire and Mid Wales show 
no sign of stopping. 

The plans by National Grid to build a 
high voltage electricity link between the 
Welsh hills and the Shropshire plains 
have been met with a storm of objections. 

The latest consultation on the plans closed 
earlier this month but the arguments are sure 
to continue. Campaigners say the electricity 
pylons will ruin the countryside. 

But National Grid says it is simply doing its 
duty, as laid down by government. 

The 400kv power connection is being pro¬ 
posed to link planned wind farms in mid Wales 
into the National Grid in Shropshire. 

If it goes ahead it will run from a new substa¬ 
tion to be built at Bryngwyn near Cefn Coch, 
north east to tie in with the north/south power 
line at Berghill near Whittington, Oswestry. 

The first seven or so miles will be overland 
through the Welsh foothills and the Banwy val¬ 
ley before it is sunk underground for an eight 
mile stretch of the Meifod Valley. 

It will then emerge to travel south of 
Llansantffraid and Llanymynech before 
crossing fields near the Montgomery canal, 
the Oswestry golf course, the A5, the British

Ironwork Centre near Oswestry and onto the 
north/south line. 

National Grid says it has a duty to provide 
a connection for the wind farms from the date 
they start to generate. 

One of the major decisions was to under¬ 
ground the line along the Vyrnwy Valley, 
following sustained protest by MAP, the Mont¬ 
gomery Against Pylons organisation which is 
lead by Meifod farmer Jonathan Wilkinson. 

The company is also planning to use low- 
height pylons on the overhead route in Wales 
and the new, T-pylons in Shropshire. 

However those measures have not placated 
the objectors. 

About 100 of them took part in a surprise 
protest at one of National Grid’s latest consul¬ 
tation events in Llansantffraid. 

Last month talks between bosses at the Brit¬ 
ish Ironwork Centre at Oswestry and National 
Grid descended into a confrontation when the 
energy firm outlined its plans to run the pylon 
line over the centre’s land. 

And recently Montgomeryshire MP Glyn 
Davies heavily criticised the plans during an 
adjournment debate in Westminster. 

Whatever comes of the latest consultation it 
is likely that the protests and arguments will 
run for weeks and months and perhaps even 
years.

Look out for the return of 
these African travellers 


YOU may think it a tad early to 
talk about migrant birds. 

However, the next couple of weeks 
will start to see the return of a handful 
of African travellers. 

You may have to look carefully at newly 
ploughed fields, but it is entirely possible 
that if you do so, you might spot a flash of 
blue and grey. 

Closer inspection will then reveal black 
wings, an orange breast and perhaps most 
importantly as we will soon see, a white 
rump and tail. 

The breeding male also has a white fore¬ 
head and a white eye stripe, with a narrow 
black facial mask that is bordered below by 
a white line and yellowish-buff shading on 
the chin. The breeding female is similar to 
the breeding male, but with pale brown¬ 
ish-grey upper parts, grey-brown wings and 
duller facial patterns. I am of course talking 
about the wheatear. 

The name “wheatear” is not derived from 
“wheat” or any sense of “ear”, but rather 
charmingly is a 16th-century linguistic 
corruption of “white” and “arse”. But its 
name is not just curious to English-speak¬ 
ing naturalists. Its Latin name is Oenanthe 
which is also the name of a plant genus, the 
water dr op worts. This in turn is derived 
from the Greek oenos “wine” and anthos 
“flower”. In the case of the plant genus, it 
refers to the wine-like scent of the flowers. 
In the case of the wheatear, it refers to the 
Northern wheatear’s return to Greece in 
the spring just as the grapevines blossom. 

Connoisseurs of Shropshire’s relatively 
remarkably decent wines may well be able 
to argue that the same could be applied to

the vines and wheatears of this part of the 
world too although Greece, with its tradi¬ 
tional hill farming of sheep, provides better 
habitat than much of our landscape. 

Although not in serious decline and with 
a good global population, the wheatear is 
not doing so well in Europe and habitat 
loss due to agriculture and urbanisation 
are thought to be the main agents of this. 
A reduction in the aforementioned sheep 
farming, which had kept turf short and 
ideal for the northern wheatear, has nega¬ 
tively affected this species. 

Breeding pairs engage in unusual court¬ 
ship dances, usually in a depression in the 
ground, when the male flutters and glides 
in the air, singing constantly .Whereas our 
swallows, swifts,martins and wheatears 
leave our shores for equatorial Africa come 
the autumn, North American wheatears 
either fly from the East coast, to Britain 
and onwards, or from the West coast (es¬ 
pecially Alaska), across the Pacific to Asia 
down across India and back to Africa that 
way. There they all cross the Sahara and 
‘over-winter’ in the balmy climes sub-Saha¬ 
ran Africa. 

It doesn’t exactly put our more typical 
migrants to shame, but it is an unbeliev¬ 
able feat.

Broadbandwork 
is progressing 
well.saybosses 

A £26 million project to connect 63,000 Shropshire homes 
to fast fibre broadband is “progressing well” according to 
the project leaders responsible. 

Connecting Shropshire is leading the programme, which 
is jointly funded by Shropshire Council, BT, and Broad¬ 
band Delivery UK. 

Chris Taylor, programme manager of the project, wel¬ 
comed the company hitting the halfway milestone of 31,500 
homes and said it would prove hugely beneficial to the 
county. 

He said: “I am very happy. Broadband is classed as one of 
the most important projects for Shropshire Council. There 
is a recognition that for our local economy, for education 
and for socio-economic benefit, broadband has to be a pri¬ 
ority for the authority which is why it has invested so much 
money in the project when they are facing significant finan¬ 
cial challenges.” 

The project is currently in its first phase, which is to con¬ 
nect 63,000 Shropshire homes by the end of 2016, but has 
also secured funding towards the second phase, which will 
aim to make sure 95 per cent of the county’s homes can 
connect to fast fibre broadband. 

Mr Taylor said the progress of the project, which has 
seen more than 250km of cable laid to date, has been par¬ 
ticularly pleasing because of the geographical difficulties it 
poses to engineers. 

He said: “It is an extremely challenging engineering pro¬ 
cess, it is not just about switching things on at exchanges, 
it is about putting new cables in ducts under roads, hedge 
rows, it is about clearing capacity to fit new fibre cabling in. 

“We have about 50 engineers on the ground each day 
working to do that.” 

“The challenges for Shropshire, the largest inland 
county, are significant. The allocation of a pot for our sec¬ 
ond phase to get 95 per cent of homes connected is the sec¬ 
ond largest allocation in the whole of England and almost 
as much as the entire of Wales. 

“That reflects the geographical challenges we have in 
Shropshire. 

“I think the whole issue we have had since day one on the 
programme is one size does not fit all and it is a challenge 
making people understand that not every area goes live, 
not every area will have access because decisions have to 
be made on the grounds of cost.”

hopes for new Celerio

The citycar segment has grown 
to its highest ever level with 
85,000 units sold last year, and 
Suzuki plans to grasp a bigger 
market share with the launch of 
the new Celerio. 

It’s a brave launch with Suzuki 
ready to phase out reliable sellers 
Splash and Alto to concentrate on the 
new arrival. 

And although Suzuki’s hopes were hit 
on launch day with all cars having to be 
recalled to deal with a reported braking is¬ 
sue I’m backing the Celerio to emerge as a 
best seller for the company. 

The little Celerio doesn’t quite match 
up to the best in class for quality but it’s 



packed to the roof with standard kit, and 
while the starting price of £7,999 is not the 
cheapest, it’s easily the best value in sec¬ 
tor. 

Splash and Alto have both done good 
jobs for Suzuki, which sold 37,400 cars in 
the UK last year, but they are being phased 
out to make way for Celerio and there is a 
new Vitara on the way later this year. 

Celerio will cost you £2,000 more than 
the outgoing Alto, so Suzuki is taking a 
leap of faith that regular buyers will stay 
with the company. 

Monitor 

But you do actually get more for your 
money withy alloy wheels, DAB radio, 
Bluetooth, body coloured trim, electric rear 
windows, power steering, fuel consump¬ 
tion range display and even a tyre pressure 
monitor on the 1.0SZ4 on test. 

The Celerio is cleverly put together to 
provide best-in-class boot space of 254 
litres and ample rear seat space for two 
adults. 

There’s no reach adjustment in the 
steering column but plenty of choice from 
the height adjustable driver’s seat. 

Standard specification for the SZ4 in¬ 
cludes all-round airbags and there’s an im¬ 
mobiliser and remote central door locking 
to keep the Celerio secure when parked. 

At launch, Celerio offers low C02 emis¬ 
sions of 99g/km and fuel consumption of 
65.7mpg on the combined cycle. In April, 
a new dueljet engine will be available of¬ 
fering even higher fuel economy and C02 
emissions that fall to just 84g/km.

will be the cleanest car on sale at under 

£ 10 , 000 . 

Suzuki’s newly developed AGS (Auto 
Gear Shift) will also be added to the range 
in April. This system features an Intelligent 
Shift Control Actuator positioned at the top 
of the transmission that operates the gear¬ 
shift and clutch automatically. 

With AGS, the driver can enjoy the ef¬ 
fortless driving of an automatic, particularly 
in city traffic, but without any loss in fuel 


efficiency or increase in C02 emissions 

versus manual transmission. 

The SZ4 on test had an on-the-road 
price of £8,999 and bosses at Suzuki are 
confident of keeping Splash and Alto buy¬ 
ers on board as well as attracting new cus¬ 
tomers from the likes of Kia and Hyundai. 

Having just enjoyed a record year in 
the UK I believe the Suzuki suits know just 
what they are doing and with the braking 
issue resolved Celerio will be a big player.

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New Mondeo in comfort zone

Ford has finally released its new 
Mondeo. Despite the looks, it 
is all-new. It concentrates on 
comfort more than before, and 
it has a range of new engines 
to cut emissions and improve 
fuel economy. Prime among 
these are new 1.0-litre turbo 
petrol and 1.5-litre turbodiesel 
motors that bring a new wave of 
downsizing to the family car 
class. 

There are fewer dash buttons to 
come to terms with and Ford now fits 
a large touchscreen to operate many 
functions. On top of this, Ford’s Sync2 
voice control system lets the driver

change settings with simple com¬ 
mands while keeping both hands on 
the steering wheel. 

At first glance, you could be forgiven 
for thinking the new fifth generation Ford 
Mondeo is not much more than a face-lift¬ 
ed version of the previous car. The overall 
silhouette is much the same, as is much of 
the rear-end style. 

However, the slimmer headlights give a 
sleeker look that will be key to the Mondeo 
clawing back sales from the likes of the 
Audi A4 and BMW 3 Series that have 
proved so popular with their premium im¬ 
ages. 

If the Mondeo is not seen as quite as 
premium as those rivals from Audi and 
BMW, it easily betters them for cabin space 
and load lugging. 

Wealth 

Most UK buyers will opt for the Mondeo 
hatch or estate, with only the Hybrid ver¬ 
sion available as a saloon. 

There is masses of room in the rear and 
there is a wealth of adjustment to fine-tune 
the driving position which includes electric 
seat height adjustment. As for the boot, the 
hatch’s is large and the estate’s is cavern¬ 
ous. 

Ford has made a conscious effort to 
make the new Mondeo an even more 
comfortable car than its predecessor. This 
means the new car’s suspension has a lit¬ 
tle more compliance that translates into a 
superbly smooth ride over any type of road 
surface. 

Refinement is also top drawer, so the 
Mondeo is a class leader for hushed 
long-distance travel. 

The 2.0-litre turbodiesel can be a touch

gruff at low revs, but settles into the back¬ 
ground at speed, while the other engines 
are quiet and pull cleanly. While more re¬ 
fined, the Mondeo retains its ability to hus¬ 
tle through corners with composed ease, 
though the new car’s steering is not quite 
as alert as the old model’s. 

Starting at £20,795 for the hatch and 
£23,795 for the estate, the Mondeo is not 
as keenly priced as its arch-rival, the Vaux- 
hall Insignia. 

However, the Mondeo compensates 
with a generous level of equipment that in¬ 
cludes digital radio, climate control, cruise 


control, hill start assist, alloy wheels on all 
models and Ford’s 8in Sync2 touchscreen. 

Ford may have lost sales ground to its 
premium rivals, but the bulk of sales for the 
new Mondeo will still come from compa¬ 
ny car drivers. Carbon dioxide emissions 
that dip below 10Og/km and up to 78.5mpg 
average economy will appeal to business 
users and private buyers alike. 

Crucially, the Mondeo is keenly priced 
compared to its premium rivals from Ger¬ 
many, though it’s hard to see many UK 
buyers abandoning their premium-badged 
saloons for a Mondeo hatch.

Duo chase glory in memory of dad 


NEARLY four years ago, the lives of Shropshire 
brothers Kevin and Steve Morgan were turned 
upside down. 

Their Dad - a veteran sidecar racer also called 
Kevin - had been killed in a racing accident as he 
competed alongside his friend Bill Currie in the 
Isle of Man TT. 

The vast majority of young men would never 
want to be reminded of anything associated with 
that fateful day back in May 2011. 

But the brothers, from Ruyton-XI-Towns, 
have motor racing in their blood. 

In March, the duo will take to the track in 
their Dad’s honour as they begin competing in 
the FSRA British Championship - the pinnacle 
of F2 sidecar racing. 

They will do it all under the name of Team 
Morgan Sidecar Racing on an outfit which Ste¬ 
ve has been working hard to improve and which 
can reach speeds of 125mph. 


Their ultimate aim is to achieve a podium 
finish in the British Championship - a feat 
they know would make their old man incredibly 
proud. 

“Sidecar racing and motorcycle racing in gen¬ 
eral is something that we have been surrounded 
by our whole lives,” Kevin said. 

“Before the crash, our dad was planning to 
stop racing and instead help Steve and I to pro¬ 
gress in the sport by being part of a family team. 

“It was obviously a massive shock when he 
passed away. He started racing back in 1982 and 
went on to win the first Formula 2 Sidecar race 
at The Isle of Man TT and to compete in Europe¬ 
an Championships and Grands Prix. 

“He was a very talented racer and absolutely 
loved the sport, but we now feel it’s our turn to 
have a go. We’ve got a hard act to follow but we 
are determined to do him proud.” 

Both Kevin, 33, and Steve, 28, competed in 


motocross as youngsters but then drifted away 
from the sport. However, they always planned to 
get back in to it one day. 

The brothers bought their first sidecar togeth¬ 
er in November 2012 and have been taking part 
in races and gaining experience ever since. 

“We have realistic expectations and we are 
not expecting to go out there and win it straight 
away,” Kevin said. 

“This is a big step for us and there will be no¬ 
where to hide. We know it will be a tough season 
but we are ready to compete against the best and 
see how we get on and the aim is just to contin¬ 
ually improve. 

“It’s a sport we love and one we really enjoy 
competing in. 

“But the ultimate goal is to win the British 
Championship and we hope to one day do that 
for our Dad.”

With eight games remain¬ 
ing, the second placed Guils 
aim to keep up the pressure 
in Saturday’s trip to Mold 
Alex, with Parry firmly be¬ 
lieving it’s still all to play 
for in the title race. 

The Mid Wales men have 
a game in hand on table top¬ 
pers Llandudno, and must 
also tackle the Seasiders at 
home before the end of the 
season. 

“When I was playing at 
Llangefni a few years back, 
we were something like 13 
points behind the leaders, 
but went on a great run to 
win the league, so it can 
happen,” said Parry. 

“Llandudno are obvious¬ 
ly favourites, it’s always 
better to have points in the 
bag, but we’re happy where 
we are, and the longer we 
can stay in contention, then 
there’s still hope.” 

Guilsfield missed a 
chance of closing the gap 
on Llandudno last Saturday 
after being held 1-1 a third 
placed Caernaerfon Town 
who themselves entertain 
the Seasiders in another big 
game this weekend. 

“It was a really good 
game and in the end we 
were disappointed not to 
win,” added Parry. “They 
are a big side and were dan¬ 
gerous from set pieces, but 
in the second half we came 
out with all guns blazing, 
we hit the bar and missed 
a couple of one-on-ones so 
could have come away with 
the three points.” 

Defender James Hender¬ 
son is unavailable for Sat¬ 
urday’s clash, while Mark 
Davies and Sean Jones are 
both injury doubts, so Aer- 
on Edwards and Graaeme 
McGill, who were both on 
the bench last weekend, are 
pushing for a start. 

■ Guilsfield, meanwhile, 
will meet Mid Wales ri¬ 
vals Caersws in the final 
of the Cymru Alliance Cup 
should they defeat visitors 
Holyhead Hotspur in next 
week’s semi-final clash.
